Owing to 
his advanced age he has practically 
given up business activities, recently 
retiring as a member of the State Rac 
ing Commission and disposed of his 
thoroughbred holdings to abandon the 
turf after many years at the game.

Of all the problems and perplexi- 
ties that beset the Lexington . mer- 
chants, there is none so baffling and 
at the same time so exasperating as 
the practice of frading with the itener- 
ant merchants who periodically visit 
Lexington. 

Within the past month out of town 
merchants have been having displays 
at some one of the hotels in Lexing- 
ton which they do more or less during 
the year, and their show rooms are 
crowded with Lexington people, who 
without malicious intent, do Lexington 
merchants a great deal of harm. Last 
week the Leader rMjeived an adver- 
tisement from a prominent Louis- 
ville dry goods firm announcing a dis- 
play of goods to be held at a 
Lexington hotel, which they wished 
inserted in the Leader and for 
which they were willing to pay the 
highest price the Leader charges 
for advertising. But the advertise- 
ment was refused by the business 
manager of the Leader, because he 
realized what it would mean to the 
Lexington merchants, and knew that 
the display of ready to wear garments 
bought in Lexington at a less cost than 
the foreign merchant could afford to 
sell them, as he has in addition to 
his regular expenses, the extra ex- 
pense of travel and hotel bils for the 
employees traveling with the display. 

These foreign merchants do not pay 
one dollar of Lexington's taxes . They 
do not subscribe one dollar to the 
many charities which Lexington mer- 
chants are daily asked to subscribe 
to, and to which they always gener- 
ously respond. They do not pay one 
djollar out to any Lexington person 
for salaries. They come to Lexing- 
ton, stay two or three days, and de- 
part, carrying away $1,000 or $1,500, 
and never spend outside of their 
hotel bills one cent toward the up- 
keep of the city or for the benefit 
of any citizen. 

The problem is not peculiar to* Lex- 
ington. It besets every city which 
has a prosperous, discriminating class 
of buyers and a progressive, accom- 
modating, enterprising class of mer- 
chants. 

If the money which is sent out of 
Lexington to buy goods were merely 
to buy articles which cannot be ob- 
tained here, or to secure values ma- 
terially better than a dollar will buy 
here, the merchants would have no 
cause to complain. 

The above statement is putting the 
case very clearly and very mildly. 
Every business man in Lexington 
pays for the privilege of supplying 
the people with their useful needs. He 
employs clerks and other help from 
among the local home people. He 
contributes in taxesr rents, salaries 
and donations, an immense sum every 
year to the welfare and prosperity of 
the community, and his only return is 
through the volume of his business. 
There are goods to beobtained by 
mail, at prices far below the prices 
offered by local dealers. This does 
not mean that the local merchant is 
I being undersold. It merely means 
i that if the local merchant carried 
: goods of this quality on his shelves, 
where they could be seen before pur- 
chase was made, they would lie for- 
ever unsold. The Lexington mer- 
chant has the same access to the 
wholesale markets that any dealers 
of reputable goods have, and he can- 
not afford to put in his stock goods 
that will not bear inspection, or which 
when sold, will bring discredit upon 
the business which he is striving to 
build up. 

The home merchant is ever ready 
to meet your urgent necessity. When 
the eye is caught by the invitation to 
visit a display or inspect a special line 
of shoes, dresses, waists, hats, etc., 
is not the home merchant entitled to 
an opportunity to meet the new de- 
mand? That is all he asks. 

The reader can readily see advocates 
of buying at home are reaching out 
daily in their effort to attract patYons 
from adjoining towns. That which is 
applicable to Lexington can also be 
applied to Paris. Our merchants are 
capable of competing with the mer- 
chants of Lexington in the quality of 
goods, cheapness and in quantity of 
stock. 

Follow the policy advocated by the 
Lexington newspaper an BUY AT 
HOME, thereby helping home enter- 
prises and keeping money among home 
people. Few if any Lexington peo- 
ple spend their money in Paris. Why 
should the people o fthis city turn 
their money into Lexington enterpris- 
es or spend it with Lexington mer- 
chants, where it will remain. Trading 
at home benefits the home people as 
well as the home merchant.

Besides Paris there are only two 
places in Kentucky with the popula- 
tion of • Paris which have no Young 
Men's Christian with well equipped 
buildings. There are at least six 
places of less population than Paris 
which have successful Associations, 
owning their own buildings. 

It is the concensus of opinion of the 
majority of the citizens of Paris that 
there is no place in Kentucky that 
needs a X. C. A. more than this city 
and coutty. There is not a single 
definite effort being made to safeguard 
the young men and boys every day in 
the week. When a boy is not in his 
home there is no place for him to go, 
except to questionable places. 

It is practically inevitable that a boy 
growing up in Paris forms the habit of 
drinking liquor, gambling, smoking or 
keeping bad company. 

The boys of Paris have boundless 
energies. Yet these energies are be- 
ing spent recklessly, with but little 
thought of an efficient life. No direc- 
tion is given to these exuberances of 
our youth. Such an institution as the 
Y. M. C. A., which directs rather than 
represses energy, is needed more than 
anything else. It's no wonder that the 
boys of Paris are learning to drmk 
whiskey and gamble. A town some- 
times goes so far as to have a moral 
chaos. When a country boy comes to 
town what have we to offer him except 
the street, the poolroom and the sa- 
loon? Is there a single place in Paris 
he can make his headquarters and be 
sure he is in good company? One trip 
to town has ruined many a red-blood- 
ed country boy. Where have the 
young men connected with the railroad 
as office men, civil engineers, etc., to 
spend their evenings under good influ- 
ences? 

The young men of Paris and Bour- 
bon county want a V. M. C. A. Think 
what it would mean to them to have 
an Association with its various club 
features, swimming pool, gymnasium, 
reading room, educational and Bible 
classes, and the many features contin- 
ally being promoted by a Christian 
secretary and physical director — men 
who have a keen appreciation of the 
restless energy of youth and the fact 
that the Y. If. C. A. is not a hot house, 
but a place to make boys and men 
strong physically, mentally and moral- 
ly. Is there a community in the State 
more able than Paris and Bourbon 
county to care for its boys?

Stockton, Cal.— "Silent" Carson, the 
convict, who was brought to this city 
for investigation by alienists, and who 
has not been known to utter a word 
during the three years that he has 
been under sentence of death for par- 
ticipation in a prison break, is report- 
ed to have smiled at one of the hos- 
pital attendants, and this may break 
down the obstacle that has prevented 
his execution on a charge of murder. 

Physicians who have had Carson 
under observation say this* is the first 
display of any emotion on his part 
of which they have record, and that 
conclusions heretofore accepted as 
proving him insane may be reviewed.

: near Hollow, in the western part of 
j St. Louis county, are recaptured. A 

herd of twenty-five denizens of the 
j woods belonging to John Cafferata of 
| Delmar boulevard was stampeded by 

dogs and all but eleven scaled the 

fence. 

Cafferata and three of his friends 
have left for Gray Summit, Franklin 
county, where they hope to form some 
scheme of capturing some of the herd 
and returning them to their fold. 
They have been heard from in many 
sections, but the owner never hopes 
to regain all of them. 

He received a message from Japan, 
Mo., twelve miles from Cuba, on the 
Little Bourbeuse river, that two of 
his pets had been seen there. Forty 
miles out in Franklin county more of 
the deer were seen, and at Labadie 
and on toward Union, Mo., farmers 
have sighted some of the flock. Caf- 
ferata does not know what method he 
can employ in capturing them alive if 
he can find them. 

The deer were shipped from a 
friend in Maryland recently and sent 
to the Meyer farm for safekeeping, 
after the fences had been built unus- 
ually high. Some former deer hunter, 
presumably, turned his hounds into 
the inclosure in order again to feel j 
the thrills of a real buck chase. 

One of the animals was tangled in | 
the top wires of the fen^e as he 
scaled it and thrown in such a way j 
that its neck was broken. Another | 
broke a hind leg in getting over the \ 
fence, and still another was crippled 
M it cannot travel fast. 

For two or three days the deer re- 
mained together in the vast acres of 
almost primeval forests north of Al- 
lenton and Pacific, but the interfer- 
ence of dogs from neighboring farms 
is supposed to have scattered them. 
One of the crippled animals is being ' 
held by a farmer near Melrose, in 
St. Louis county.

Peculiar Fact Concerning the Insane 
Is That They Are Positively 
Unable to Cry. 

One of the most curious facts con- 
nected with madness is the utter ab- 
sence of tears amid the insane. What- 
ever the form of madness, tears are 
conspicuous by their absence, as much 
in the depression of melancholy, or ex- 
citement of mania, as in the utter 
apathy of dementia. 

If a patient in a lunatic asylum be 
discovered in tears, it will be found 
that it is one beginning to recover, or 
an emotional outbreak in an epileptic 
who is scarcely truly insane, while 
actual insane persons appear to have 
lost the power of weeping; it is only 
returning reason which can once more 
unloose the fountain of their tears. 

Even when a lunatic is telling one 
in fervid language how she has been 
deprived of her children, or the out- 
rages that have been perpetrated to 
herself, lier eye is never even moist. 
The ready gush of tears which accom- 
panies the plaint of the sane woman 
contrasts strangely with the dry-eyed 
appeal of the talkative lunatic. It 
would, indeed, seem that tears give 
relief to feelings which, when pent 
up. lead to madness. It is one of the 
privileges of reason to be able to 
weep. Amid all the misery of the 
insane they find no relief in tears.
